decided upon by Premier von Knilliug's government as a precautionary 
measure, in view of the restiveness occasioned by the termination of the 
passive resistance and the fear that Separatist action in the Rhineland 
would threaten Bavaria. 


Although Bavaria gave her approval to the decision to cancel passive 


resistance, the von Knilling government found certain features of Chan- 
cellor Stresemann's proclamation distasteful. 
.The head of the reich cabi- 


net did not in the opinion of Bavaria, adequately stress the illegality of the 


occupation; nor did Tie recognize Pre- 
mier von Knilling's demands that 
the Versailles treaty be termed null 
and void, and that Germany should 
not negotiate directly with France 
and Belgium. 


The ultra-nationalists lelt 
much 


the same way, and are believed to 
have used this situation as capital for 
themselves.

ROBABLY most people are confused over 


the situation in Bavaria and the rest of 


Germany. 
The attempts of press dispatches 


to elucidate events and personalities as they 
ari?e are contradictory. We are told that Gus- 
tave von Kahr. dictator of Bavaria, is a man of 
pronounced monarchist leanings and a former 
=upporter of the separation movement in that 
state. In the same dispatch he is said to be 
co-operating with the Berlin government to 
preserve the integrity of the reich; ajso to be 
endeavoring to.suppress the "ultra-nationalist" 
movement. 
Hittler, leader of the 
Bavarian 


Fascists, is reported actuated by indignation at 
the republic's surrender to France, and also to 
l>e leading the separatist movement—although 
that has been accepted for months as a French 
maneuver to weaken Germany and strengthen 
her own Rhine frontier. 
It doesn't seem 
to 


make sense—until one recalls that there is a 
tremendous element of politics involved. 


Von Kahr. Stresemann. Hittler, Knilling— 


all of these men are politicians as well as pre- 
sumably patriots and idealists. No doubt they 
want what is best for Germany and their own | 
communities as they see it, ;yid also no doubt j 
they see the best chance for Germany to include 
themselves in the seat of authority. The con- 
fusion with which the situation impresses out- 
side observers is no doubt due to the fact that 
we are ignorant of the basic inter-play of peli- 


' tics, compounded of local issues, past 
per-, 


'formances and platforms, and speculation as 
to the future course af German events. 
The 


maze is doubtless much less complex to thu 
people of Germany. 


What we are seeing and failing to under- 


stand is merely an example of the spectacle, 
so familiar in our own and other politics, in 
vhich politicians of every stripe are endeavor- 
ing to exploit a given situation for their own 
and their party's advantage. 
As we know, this 


involves considerable agility, and the-effort of 
the politicians at such a crisis to square the ex- 
igent policy of the moment with past perform- 
ances and principles makes consistency rather 
a matter of verbal acrobatics than of logic. 


In our own affairs, where we know 
the 


background and the record, we are not puzzled 
nor fooled by these upheavals. 
We make un- 


conscious allowances for the personal equation ; 
v.-e know our politicians 'and generally realize 
what they are. up to, even though to foreigners 
things may look like nothing f o much a^ aimless 
muddle. And that's about the situation in Ger- 
many today. A big event has occurred, and the 
politicians are making hay while the sun shines. 


If this be thought a frivolous commentary 


on a grave situation, perhaps it may be added 
that were we not too close to the trees to see 
our own forest we would realize that thus and 
no other way are handled our own affairs of 
the greatest magnitude. It is the immemorial 
custom of government, and popular govern- 
ments are most addicted to this technique. 


and to teach them to the rising generation, these ideals 
could eventually be realized. 


The conference also endorsed propaganda 


for international machinery to carry out the 
world peace-program. It included any and 
every sort of international league, association, 
or court, or organization for international 
agreement and for working out human wel- 
fare as an international problem. 
Educational 


attaches would be provided in all foreign em- 
bassies. 
Correspondence between school chil- 


dren of different nations would be promoted. 
The revision of histories to eliminate misin- 
terprjstation and injustices would be pursued. 
The creation of higher international 
ideals 


would be handled through co-operative meas- 
ures relating to industry, economics and com- 
merce: 
All to^ld, the conference reached 
a 


comprehensive, constructive program which, if 
followed out, might go far toward laying the 
basis of international justice and good will, the 
establishing of which is the ultimate goal of all 
peace propaganda whether relating to the men- 
tal side of the problem or to the substitution 
of the mechanics of peace for the mechanics of

In the development of the national 
spirit the textbooks and histories of every 
country have contained briefs for that nation's 
past whether right or wrong, and in self justi- 
fication, all have misrepresented other cbuntne- 
that at one time or another have been adver- 
saries. There has been the thought that self de- 
fense requires the creation of a national parti- 
sanship which alone could be established by 
making the citizen a potential belligerent froir 
childhood up. 


Probably the most important recommen- 


dation of the congress, which covered

A string of pearls 
iwhose wearers have been subject to 
a mercury treatment is certain to be 
infected to a point where it will turn 
to the shade of lead. 
"Even a lack ol light and air -will 


have a saddening effect tipon pearls 
and cause them to lose their color. 
When this is the reason for their 
change they can be restored to life 
.by being worn by a perfectly healthy 
person of either sex." 
This authority asserts that pearls 


whose aspect indicates the beginning 
of disease may usually be restored by 
traetlng them with a soft cloth soaked 
lif chemically prepared alcohol. This 
destroys the infectious germ, provid- 
ed it has not penetrated further than 
[the surface. • 
He says that when disease has pen- 
etrated to the very heart or centre of 
the pearl it Is really dead. 


According to his theory, the pear 
contains a mysterious sap which, like 
human blood, fights to the very last 
ditch against any bacteria -finding 
their way Into its circulation.

culosis association of Wisconsin ad- 
dressed the students of the L,a Crosse 
Normal school yesterday morning at 
the regular assembly hour. Miss Hard 
spoke of the work of the association. 


"One of the long discussed prob- 


lems is the cure for tuberculosis," she 
said. 
"Almost every one knows that 


the proper place for a person suffering 
from this disease is in a sanitarium. 
Rest plus fresh air, plus pure food, 
plus sunshine, equals the cure for this 
sickness. Every one dreads this mal- 
ady and yet they take no steps to pre- 
vent themselves from being exposed 
to it and contracting It. 


"As future school teachers you stu- 


dents should know a great deal about 
tbe ravages of tuberculosis nnd how to 
take steps to prevent it. 
You can 


prevent this disease by teaching chil- 
dren to live Che right way. 
Make 


right living a permanent habit with 
children and they will always adhere 
to it. 


Miss Hard told In detail about the 


Modern Health Crusade movement 
that was being sponsored by the Wis- 
consin association. She claims that It 
is one of the best things ever -origi- 
nated for children. The crusade move- 
ment put children on their honor to 
live according to certain rules. After 
a year of faithful living they nre giv- 
en an award of a title. The import- 
ance of the title increases eacS year 
until the fourth yehr. It is believed 
that after the fourth year the habits 
of right living will be a pnrt of the 
children and that they will need no 
rulings after that time. 
Miss Hard 


explained the system and stated that 
it hart met with great success wher- 
ever it had been tried. She urged the 
students of the school to follow the 
plan when they became instructors.

CHINA'S SCHOOL 


SYSTEM PRIMITIVE 


While education in China gives the 


.ppearance of being well developed 
long the beaten paths traveled by 
ouriata It IB In the interior and re- 
mote rural districts that the system is 
primitive and inadequate In every 
way. The children are as eager to 
absorb knowledge asthose of any oth- 
er race, but consciousness of the need 
of good schools seems not to have 
>een awakened in the minds of the 
peonle. In one large community ol 
3007000 Chinese there are but 30 
schools. Of the 1000000 children in 
this section, but 3,000 attend school. 


Fuchiaten, the Chinese city which 


adjoins Harbin, is settled with people 
who may safely be classed as pio- 
neers. The Russian cityvis well pro- 
vided with schools and the influence 
of the more modern civilization is 
easily discernible in the architecture 
of the Chinese school buildings, in the 
arrangement ,of classes and in the 
subjects taught. Fuchiaten has living 
in its limits about 150,000 pople, and 
its school system is a step in advance 
of what is encountered inside the 
great wall and outside o£ the almost 
cosmopolitan cities. Subjects taught 
are arithmetic, morals instead of clas- 
sics, Chinese hisory, the geography of 
China, to which is added world geo- 
graphy in the last year of attendance, 
physics, drawing and model making, 
an elementary commercial course and 
band music. For the 300 boys in this 
school there are 12 teachers. English. 
is th'e only foreign language taught 
but teachers are difficult to obtain 
and it i^ not always included.
